PROMISES VERSUS PERFORMANCES. 
Mayor Cregter Talks Much and Does Little 
—Ciaiming Credit Not Dae. 

Mayor Cregier’s performances hardly ever 
come up to his professions. He forgets the 
Sunday-school precepts of his youth when he 
comes in contact with his supporters—tne 
| gamblers, the thugs, the blacklegs, and the 
coliectors of commissions. So also when he 
comes to deal with corporations in reference 
to franchises he forgets bis platform, ante- 
election and annual-message precepts. He 
said in his message Monday night: 

I submit that no corporation or individual 
should be permitted to occupy the public thor- 
oughfares for the purpose of subways or surface 
ways except upon the payment of a fair equiva- 
lent for the special privileges. This would be no 
bardship. 0 

Now, let us examine this in the light of 
Cregier’s perfortaances. There were three 
instances during the last municipal year 
when Mayor Cregier had to deal with sur- 
face franchises of importance. How he 
carried out the policy enunciated above will 
be explained: 

1. The Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ern railroad company, a powerful, wealthy 
corporation, sought to lay ten or 
more side tracks across Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets along its right of way. 
An ordinance giving them the right todo 80 
was passed during Mayor Roche’s term, He 
promptly vetoed the ordinance on the 
ground that the streets to be occupied by the 
side-tracks were city trust property and that 
the railroad company, if it was to have ex- 
clusive use of the property, should pay for it. 
Three weeks after Cregier assumed the 
chairmanship of the Council this vetoed 
ordinance was reintroduced and passed, and 
Mayor Cregier, after a flimsy ard unimpor- 
tant amendment was incorporated, approved 
it. He thus gave two pieces of city trust 
property, each 120x90 feet, to a wealthy cor- 
poration without compensation as far as the 
city is concerned.

Trust bill; the bill requiring railways to 
equip their trains with safety couplers and 
brakes; redistricting the State into HKenpre- 
sentative districts. 

On tbe temperance question the Republic- 
ans stood by prohibition, and, with the. ex- 
ception of Senators Lawrence and Hanchett, 
voted solidly against repeai of the present 
law.

The Inundated District Constantly Increase 
ing in Area— Aid Requested.

The Butterwerth Bill a Sample of Foolish 
Kura] Legislation.

“It the bill is , becomes a law, and 
is enforced N. will simply enable monopolies 
to be formed which will depress prices to the 
farmer and-raise them for the buyer. The 
firms with lots of capital can stand the extra 
tax, while the small buyer cannot. By lump- 
ing capital a syndicate can buy wheat and 
corn after they are harvested at low prices 
and can hold it for future sale, While the 
farmer 1s practically prohibited from doing 
so. Dealing in futures is an extension of the 
credit system. It is a labor-saving con- 
trivance and a convenience. It enables the 
farmer to get his money right away for 
wheat which he brings into some little Ne- 
braska town and sells to the warehouseman 
there, who in turn sells to me for May de- 
livery. It is a result of a National develop 
ment of trade and hurts nobody, but rasher 
iu a help to all.“ 

„What do you think of the bill's pros- 

ts?’ 

“I think it may succeed with certain 
amendments. I don’t think it's a necessary 
law even if it could be enforced against 
‘ bucket-shops’ and puts and calls.“ All of 
the States have such laws and they are not 
enforced.

A revival of interest in the bequest made 
by Alien ©. Lewis to found a Free Polytech- 
nic Institute in Chicago has been caused by a 
letter of inquiry from M. B. Newton of Oma- 
ha to Thomas Sennott Clerk, of the Probate 
Court. The fund left by Mr. Lewis was in- 
trusted to James M. Adsit, Hugh A. White, 
and Henry F. Lewis, and was by them to be 
fostered until it reached the sum of $800,000, 
when a site was to be selected and the insti- 
tute built and endowed. As some thirteen 
years have elapsed since the bequest was 
made Mr. Newton desired to know what was 
being done by the trustees to carry out Mr. 
Lewis’ plans. 

Hugh A. White, one of the trustees, said 
the delay was due to the difficulty in finding 
@ proper site, and a call on Mr. Adsit for 
fuller culars was not more productive. 
He said: Who is this man in Omaha and 
what business is it of his whether the insti- 
tute is built or not? I don't see how it is any 
of wne public’s business, anyhow. ’ When we 
get ready we will go on and build the school. 
The money is all right, if that is what is 
wanted. None of us are thleves. We have 
not made away with the fund, but for good 
reasons we are taking our own time in tne 
matter. We don’t propose to go round tell- 
ing land-owners and real-estate men that we 
want a parcel of land for an institute and 
have to pay three prices for what we want. 
The site at Union and Randolph streets 
won't do at all.

The shutter tested yesterday 
is designed to help rather than hinder the fire- 
meu. instead of opening on * as does the 
ordinary shutter, it 16 made the full width of the 
window and slides to the side on guides on the 
outside of the building.

which projected about four inches, to drive the 
shutter along the guides till it was clear of the 
window, or, when it was open, to drive it back 
until it was closed. 


Ryberg and Hie servant Girls. 

Anitem in yesterday's TRIBUNE did the Bu- 
reau of Justice a wrong. The item said that 
Charles Ryberg, the keeper ofa restaurant at 
No. 284 Milwaukee avenue, owing $11 toa serv- 
ant girl, haa been levied upon for a judgment 
which with costs and fees amounted to #1. Jo- 
sepb Errantof the Bureau of Justice explains 
that Mr. Ryoerg has been in the habit of refus- 
ing to pay nis help all their wages and that dur- 
ing the lust year there have been four or five 
complaints ugainst the man. Two of thése were 

rosecuted and judgments . obtained, one of $10 
or Josephine Ruaosy rendered Oct. 3, 1889, and 
one of $16 for Eivida Narjah rendered Jan. 2 last. 
Ryberg was sent. notices repeatediy, and was 
finally induced to pay $1 4 week fora while. But 
this he soon stopped, saying thatC. L. Eaton, 
who held a chattel mortgage on his property, ad- 
vised bim not to pay another cent. Mr. 
Euton was once prevented by the Bureau of 
Justice from selling out all the household goods 
of a poor clerk on the West Side. The methods 
of chattel mortgage men are well understood. 
When the goods were seized for the debt it was 
on one levy, so as to save fees. The court and 
trial costs in che $10 judgment amounted to $2.05, 
and in the other to $3.40. The constabie’s 
charges amounted to $5 for the work of himself 
and four other men, and $21.90 was for storage 
and teaming for the bulky furniture, so that for 
the two judgments altogether Ryberg would 
have had to pay $50.45, and the buik of this was 
due to his refusal to pay what he owed to two 
servant giris. 

He said to Mr. Errant: I wish Eaton would

Ia Heuer of Lincoln and Franklin. 

The anniversaries of the deaths of Lincoln and 
Franklin fall within two days of each other— 
April 15 and 17 respectively. Exercises com- 
memorative of both statesmen were held in the 
German-English school on Wells street yester- 
day afternoon. Busts of the famous men en- 
twined with red, white and blue occupied the 
center of the platform, while the room was bung 
with National flags. The first part of the program 
began with the singing of Our Country's Flag.“ 
and then followed recitations, readings, and com- 
positions illustrative of Franklin's life and 
eulogistic of his work for the cause of freedom. 
The second part was given up to a similar exposi- 
tion of the life and deeds of Lincoln. Nearly all 
the exercises were in the English tongue and 
in mature were thoroughiy patriotic. The 
school-room and hallway were crowded with the 
parents and friendsof the pupils, who, at the 
close of the exhibition, joined with the scholars in 
singing, ‘‘ My country, tis of thee.’’

Its Stock Transferred to the Fidelity Trust 
Company of Philadelphia for $1 with 
a Strong Rope Attachment So That the 
Dividends Can Be Polied In by the 
Steckholders Without Fear of the Law 
—Particalars of the Trade. } 
The Chicago Gas Trust company trans- 
ferred $30,000,000 worth of stock in the four 
gas companies of Chicago to the Fidelity In- 
surance, Trust, and Safe Deposi: company of 
Philadeiphia tor the consideration of l to it 
in hand paid. So recites the agreement of 
the Gas Trust company with the Fidelity 
company, a copy of which has been obtained 
by Mr. Charlton by process of subpoena duces 
tecum in his suit for a receiver against the 
Gas Trust on hearing before Master in Chan- 
cery Windes. 

The agreement is dated March 20, 1890, 
after Mr. Charlton’s suit was begun and the 
Supreme Court hed decided the Gas Trust to 
‘be an illegal corporation, It isin the form 
of a resolution adopted by the directors of 
the Gas Trust, and is decidedly interesting 
reading. The whereases recite the amount 
of stock in the four gas companies of Chica- 


: go held by the trust and first deposited with 


the Fidelity April 29, 1887, to be 198,383 shares 
of the Chicago Gasligut and Coke company 
(capitalization 199,383 shares), 20,881 shares 
of the Consumers’ (total 30,000 shares), 20, 747 
shares of the Equitable (total 30,000 snares), 
and 84,600 shares of the People’s (total 40,000 
shares). The last whereas“ preceding the 
“now therefore” refers to “a question 
having been raised as to the power 
of the Chicago Gas Trust company to pur- 
chase and hold sbares ot stock in said gas 
companies by virtue of its charter and the 
laws of the State of lllinoie, and said Chicago 
Gas Trust company desires to make a tawful 
arrangement for the protection of the hoid- 
ers of the bonds issued by the said several 
four companies and the stockholders of 
the Chicago Gas Trust company.” 
GIVEN FULL POWER TO SELL. 

The “now therefore” then assigns all 
rignt ana title in said stock to the Fidelity 
company ia consideration of $1 “and of the 
premises hereinbefore recited,” to have and 
to hold the same for the uses and 

urposes hereinafter expressed.“ The 
Fidelity company is directed to hold the 
shares for the benefit and security of the 
stockholders in the four gas companies and 
in the Gas Trust company and pay the divi- 
dends to the then hoiders of said stock. The 
Fidelity company is given the power, as own- 
ers of the stocks of each of the said corpora- 
tions in trust, to vote on said stock at all 
stockbolders’ meetings of said corporations 
as fully as if it owned the same free from 
any trust, and to appoint proxies for this pur- 
pose and all purposes for which an owner of 
stocks free from trusts may appoint proxies, 
and it shall not be the duty of the Fidelity 
company to ascertain whether default in pay- 
ment ot interest on principal of said bonds 
exists. 

Here comes a significant clause. The Fidel- 
ity company is given power to consent to a 
sale of any and allof the pruperty of either 
one of said four gas companies to any ver- 
son, persons, or corporation, or to the con- 
solidation of any two or more of said compa- 
nies as may be authorized by the laws of the 
State of Illinois.” 

George A. Yuille, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Chicago Gasligut and Coke Company, 
was put on the stand yesterday afternoon in 
the hearing of the case before Master in 
Chancery Windes. Mr. Yuille was examined 
by Mr. Chariton, the Gas Trust being repre- 
sented by Mr. Green. 

The witness said after frequently refresh- 
ing bis recollecuhon by reference to notes, 
that the capital stock of his company was 
represented by 199,368, shares of a par value 
of 84.984. 200. He did not know the market 
value of the shares or whether they were 
usted at all or not. He did not know how 
much of this stock had deen purchased by 
the Chicago Gas Trust company, but ad- 
mitted that the shares held at present by the 
Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safety Deposit 
company of Philadelphia was 198. 
888 shares. The Chicago Gaslight 
and Coke company paid its last dividend 
March 21. It was a3 per vent, ana the bulk 
of tne money. $148,787.25, was sent to the 
Fidelity company in a check signed hy him- 
self as Treasurer and C. T. Yerkes as Presi- 
dent. Only $738.75 was paid in dividends then 
to the holders of 985 shares outside of the 
Fidelity holdings. He had no 1 as 
to the disposition of the money by the Fidel 
ity company. 

MEN WHO BACK THE TRUST, 

The directors of his company are: S. A. 
Kent, C. T. Yerkes, C. R. Cummings, W. I. 
Elkius, E. C. Benedict, F. S. Winston, J. B. 
Cohrs, George L. Knapp; C. K. G. Billings.

Mr. Charlton nen went back to the divi- 
dend previous to that of March 21. Mr. 
Green strenuously objected to pursuing the 
examination in that ine. He said that Mr. 
Chariton was not a stockholder at the time 
of ehe previous dividend, that the inquiry as 
to the previous dividend was immaterial, 
and that there was no allegation in the will 
to fit it. The master heid with Mr. Charlton, 
and the witness answered that the previous 
dividend was paid Dec. 12, 1889. it was 4 
per cent, or $1 per share, and $198,383 was 
sent to the Fidelity company. In answer to 
the question as to how much money in divi- 
dends had been paid to the Fidelity company 
altogether, since ne had been Treasurer, the 
witness replied about $347,000, including the 
dividends of Dec. 12, 1889, and March 21, 1890. 
Prior to that time the dividends were paid to 
the Chicago Gas Trust company. 

“When was the last payment made to the 
trust?” asked Mr. Chariton, and Mr. Green 
again interposed a iong objection. He aid 
not think the inquiry should go back to the 
beginning of the trust’s relations with the 
company, as Mr. Chariton evidently desired, 
and declared that he would have a ruling 
from the court on his point. The master told 
the witness to answer. 

Mr. Yuiile said the last dividend to the 
trust was — May 29, 1889. It amounted to 
$447,327. The ageregate dividends paid by 
the Chicago Gaslight and Coke company to 
the Gas Trust company were $795,000. 


ON TRIAL FOR A BKUTAL MURDER, 


W. E. Purdy Charged with Killing His 
Friend, Sam Reinniger. 

Sept. 18, 1889, Farmer Reich of Calumet, 

while looking for wild grapes in a lonely 


wood soutn of Lake Calumet, stumbled over 


the dead body of a man who had been shot 
twice in the body and oncein the head, either 
of which wounds would have been fatal. 
His face was battered out of shape and every- 
thing, apparently, which could possibiy lead 
to the identity of the body taken from it. 
But the murderer overlooked a little scrap 
of paper bearing the address of a woman in 
Mansfield, O., and two days later W. E. 
Purdy was arrested in that town 
for the murder of the man found 
dead in the Calumet swamp, who was then 
identitied as Samuel Reinniger of Johnstown, 
Pa. Yesterday afternoon Purdy was put on 
trial in branch three of tne Criminal Court 
before Judge Grinnell and the work of se- 
curing ajury begun. The evidence against 
him is purely circumstantial. Purdy and 
Reinniger, both young men, met in Mansfield 
last August. hile there they made the ac- 
quaintance of a g.rl named Edith Kyner, and 
it was ber name written on the inside of a 
scrap of an old envelope which furnished the 
first clew to the identity of the dead man 
and the arrest of the murderer. The two 
men had left together for Cnicago eariy 
in September ana Purdy had returned to 
Mansfield alone the day after the body was 
found. He was arrested there by order of 
Inspector Hunt, and the evidence against 
him piled up rapidly. He was wearing a 
ring Reinniger had worn whilesin Manstfi 
but claimed he had bought it of him, and de- 
nied having anything else of his. In his 
truok, however, were found various articles 
of clothing and a watch and chain which had 
belonged to Reinniger, and on the latter was a 
drop of blood. In Chicago they had stopped 
at tne Wiley House, No. 390 State street, and 
twice went bunting, the second time Sept. 
14. Purdy reta alone that day and left 
tue next morning, telling the proprietor that 
Reinniger had gone to St. Eimo, III., to visit a 
brother.

The Fair Inaugurates a New Pian for the 
Minor Employes. 

Whatever may be thoughtof the eight-hour 
day of work, it is likely wat all will agree 
that it is long enough for children. This is 
not only the general opinion but it is the law 
as well, and the enforcement.of the ordi 
nance forbidding longer hours of labor will 
be sure to meet with approval. 

Still better is a voluntary obedience of this 
wise law such as is shown by Otto Young of 
“Tne Fair.” For some time he has been 
thinking of the matter, with tue result that 
he decided to observe the law in bis estab- 
lishment. Yesterday the new rule was put 
in operation, cash girls under 15 years of age 
working only eight hours, from 9:30 in the 
morning until 6 p. m., with half an hour for 
lunch. When asked by a TrisuNnE reporter 
how the new system was working Mr. 
Young said: 

“This change will give us no trouble what- 
ever. Few customers come before 10 O clock 
in the morning, and we have plenty of oider 
cash-girls to attend to them. At present we 
employ about 350 in all. More than half of 
them are over 15, and this change does not 
apply to tnem. It affects, perhaps, 125 girls 
altogether. Only one of these is 12 years 
old, but seventeen are 13 years old. I seldom 
will accept cash-girls under 14 At that age 
waey do the best work iu this line and learn 
quickly. After a while ine best ones become 
wrappers or collectors, and from that post 
are advanced to cierkships. They make the 
best clerks after this training, which is we 
chief reason why I employ the present cash 
system. Automatic systems are much cheap- 
er. In a year they would save the cost of in- 
troduction, but where would we get our 
trained clerks? : 

I have a plan for these girls,” continued 
Mr. Young, “tnat I intend to put into im- 
med late operation. I shail have them come 
to the store at 8o’clock, as usual, and shail 
employ teachers to instruct them for two 
hours before they begin work. In this way 
they can get siderable education, I be- 
lieve. In a few days I will have this school 
started in some rooms that can easily be pre- 
pared for it. The instruction wiil be prac- 
tical, and can haraly fail to help tas children 
in business.“

The striking carpenters in Eaglewood 
about 100 strong, marched down Sixty-third 
street yesterday afternoon and induced many 
of their feilow-craftsmen to quit work. There 
was no trouble of any kind and the police 
were not called out. 

CLOAKMAKERS §TRIKE. 

About 200 men 24 as cloakmakers 
by F. Siegel Bros. Co., No. 222 Market 
street, went on a strike yesterday. They 
complain that a reducucn of cents 
on each garment was made for the 
makers of plush cl men 
state that at the present season 
they earn only $6 to $7 a week and the reduc- 
tion would cut mat down to $4.50. In the 
busy season they can earn $15 to Ma week, 
but they are idle for four months each year. 
There was also some complaint of tyranaical 
treatment by Manager Rosenthal. The 
cloakmakers belong to a new union, which 
embraces almost ali the men engaged in that 
line of work. 


Mr. Rosenthal said there was no reason to 
call him tyrannical, neither was any reduc- 


tion intended. They were getting out new 
styles and there was always some trouble 
over that, as the men had to learn to make 


them and could not, at. first, make as 


much money, ail working by the piece. 
It was usual for a few men to quit when new 
styles were introduced, and the present 
strike was so large only because they had a 
union. He expected the mutter would be 
adjusted today, as the cloak manufacturers 
dad held a meeting and appointed a commit- 
tee to meet the men and settle ail differences. 
Men averaged $12 a week and good workers 
made as high as $25. 

The Cigarmakers’ Union has decided to 
back the men who struck in the Columbia 
Cigar Factory and make it a fight by the 
union against the Columbia. Of we strikers 
eighty-three have joined the union.

EIGHT BUNDRED CARPENTERS IDLE. 


Work on Buildings in Indianapolis Brought 
to a Stande tit. 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 15.—[Special.j— 
The threatened strike of Indianapolis carpen- 
ters occurred today, the contractors having 
failea to take any step to arbitrate. Work 
upon nearly all buildings in course of con- 
struction is suspended and over 800 men are 
idle. The strikers met this morning at 8 
o’clock. Reports were ived showing 
that all of the union men in the 
city except about fifteen had refused to go to 
work. It was estimated that about 100 non- 
union men had refused to join the strike. 
Committees were appointed to endeavor to 
persuade these to join, the union. Reports 
were presented stating*that several contract- 
ors had agreed to grant the demand for eigat 
hours, with a maximum rate of 35 cents an 
hour, while three had fully acceded to the 
demands and their employés had re- 
mained at their work. Corv mittees 
were appointed to visit the 68 
and try to persuade the men at work to quit. 
Efforts were made to induce those contractors 
wuo had —— Rgnee to pay we advance 
to sign agreemen 

The men believe that the contractors will 
be brought to terms within a day or two. 
Public sympathy is with the men, and their 
demands are indorsed by two of the 
local newspapers. They demand eight hours 
and aminimum of 35 cents an hour, and de- 
clare that they will acceptnothing leas.

Here are some of the more notabie errors 
in these so-called statistics. It is only fair to 
assume that they were not intentional, but 
grew outof Mr. Cregier’s ignorance of city 
affairs. The total tax for 1889 was not 
$4,022,000 but $6,045,000. Tnerefore the total 
revenue was not $6,373,000 but $8,396,000. 
The Mayor seems to get at the smaller figure 
by leaving out the appropriation for schools 
in 1889, while adding it to the expenses of 
1873. If omitted for 1889 why was it in- 
cluded for 1873? Aa arithmetician would 
say, to lessen apparently the per capita tax 
in one year and increase it in the other,” and 
done for a fraudulent purpose. 

The $8,306.00) of revenue was collected 
from the old wards in 1889, to be spent within 
the old wards. The new wards had nothing 
to do with levying or paying the city tax of 
1889, in the middie of which year the sur- 
rounding towns were annexed. Therefore, 
the population which raised that $5,396,000 
for 1889 was not 1,200,000, as the Mayor says, 
but abont 825,000. Therefore the per capita 
tax was not $5.31, but was over $10, a differ- 
ence of $470, or nearly one-half. Nor was 
the tax in 1878 $16 a head; it was $15.09. 
When dealing with figures it is just as well 
to be accurate. Furthermore, the taxes of 
1889 were paid in gold or its equivalent. Those 
of 1878 were paid in a depreciated currency 
which was at a discount of 10 percent. Re- 
ducing the taxes of nat year to a gold basis 
so that they can be fairly compared with 
those of 1889 they amount to $14.10 per capita, 
not $16. The correct figures, therefore, are 
$14.10 and $10—not $16 and $5.31. This makes 
something ot a difference. 

As the revenue of 1889 was collected from 
the old city, it was collected from & square 
miles of territory and not 172. Therefore 
the collecuons per square mile were $226,700 
and not $37,000, as the Mayor falsely states 
in his message.“ In view of the fact that 
a certain portion of the annexed territory is 
water, a portion swamp, and a large portion 
farm lands, comparisons made on the basis 
of the square mile would be worthless if they 
could be made. But as annezauon did not 
take place till last July they are out of the 
question here. Why then were they lugged 
into the alleged message! 

But it may be said the fact still remains 
that the taxes were higher per cap¥ta in 1873 
than 1889.“ They were; but to compare 1873 
witn 1889 is like comparing a convalescing 
invalid who must have nurses and medicine 
and expensive food with a hale and 
hearty man. When the appropriatons 
for the first of these years were 
made only eighteen months had passed 
since the great fire which swept the city, and 
Chicago was still struggling to get out of ite 
ashes. It was necessary to impose specially 
heavy taxes to replace viaducts and bridges, 
police stations and fire-engine houses, 
pumping-works and school houses, for 
river dredging, sewerage, and water ex 
tensions, and a dozen other purposes. In 
those days the revenues of the water office 
were not what they are now. At present 
new pipes are laid from the surplus income 
of the works. In 1878 $400,000 was collected 
from the taxpayers for mat purpose. Why 
did Mr. Cregier suppress that fact? While 
the fire limits were not yet coterminous with 
those of the city limite they covered three or 
four times more territory than before the fire, 
and there was a general feeling that they 
must soon cover the whole city. But vast ex- 
panses of land were unsewered, and as brick 
structures could not be put up where there 
was no drainage, a heroic effort was made 
to extend the sewer system. Thus there 
was appropriated for that purpose in 1873 
$682,000, while in 1889 the amount was but 
$430, 000. | 

Therefore tne difference was that in 1873 
the city was trying to replace as rapidly as 
possible what it had lost in the fire, and to 
meet the demands of an immensely in- 
creased population, while in 1889 the chief 
business of the city was one of maintenance 
rather than of construction. The two years 
cannot be compared and only an ignoramus 
ora malignant fancying he saw a chance to 
score a point for the pet scheme of that new 
tax-eating Tammany of which he hopes to be 
the Grand Sachem would try to do it. But 
what a shameful thing it is to offer such 
a mass of false statistics to the Council and 
taxpayers under the guise and cloak of an 
official communication 


A GREAT POPULAR UPRISING. 

Weare not yet at the end of the recent 
ballot-box fraud in Jersey City. The ring- 
sters evidently argued that if they could 
reéiect Cleveland for Mayor after the recent 
damaging disclosures concerning his record 
and tne crooked methods by which he was 
elected before, it would be accepted as a 
demonstration that the people of Jersey City 
did not believe the reports and regarded the 
Mayor as &avictim of party spite whom they 
were bound to vindicate. In this, however, 
they calculated without their host. Instead 
of the calm which was expected to follow bis 
election, a storm has broken out, and it is 
growing in intensity every day. Its inten- 
sity may be imagined when there is actual 
talk of violence and driving the corrupt ring- 
sters out of power by force. 

It is not likely, however, that force will be 
empioyed, for the result can be attained by 
the use of legal measures. Public sentiment 
bas been thoroughly roused by the press, by 
the denunciations of the pulpit, ana indirectly 
by the success of the investigations on the 
other side of the river into the dark and cor- 
rupt places of Tammany. Measures have al- 
ready been taken to contest the election and 
secure arecountof votes. The Republican City 
and County Committees have also combined to 
make a thorough investigation of the methods 
practiced by the Democratic Mayor and Sher- 
iff and their ruffianly heelers in the election, 
and they are going to push it as vigorously 
as their brethren in New York nave done. It 
is not a matter that involves simply the elec- 
tion of Orestes Cle or the’ control of 
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New Jersey is a Republican State. 

The uprising of the people in Jersey City 
therefore assumes National importance. If 
they can clean out the politics of the city 
and Hudson County and secure honest elec- 
ons they will save the State, for it is by 
tHe frauds in that county that the State has 
hitherto been carried for the Democracy. As 
an important part of the great popular move- 
ment, the demand for a ballot-reform bill has 
become so vigorous that the Legislature has 
been forced to heed it. It has passed one 
House and will pass the other, and although 
it is not us perfect a law as the 
Australian, it is a step forward and 
will reinforce the popular will and deter- 
mination to have honest elections by throw- 
ing some safeguards around the ballot-box 
instead of leaving it at the absolute mercy of 
the corrupt gang as in the past. To com- 
plete the work, however, and make reform 
secure there is one step of the utmost im- 
portance and that is to, bring conviction 
home to the scoundrels and railroad them 
into the penitentiary. There is no more 
effactive method of breaking up rascality 
than to put the rascals into prison cells. 
There is indeed no other absolutely certain 
guaranty of a pure bailot-box end honest 
election than to punish the Dallot-box stuffers 
to the full extent of the law. If the political 
stink hole of Jersey City can be eleaned out, 
there will be bope in otner places where cor- 
ruption is not quite so rank. 


THE DECISION IN THE NAGLE CASE. 

For the first time since the Cleveland ap- 
pointees went on the Supreme Bench that 
tridunal is divided by political lines, the Re- 
publican Justices upholding the decision of 
the Circuit Court of California in the Nagle- 
Terry case and the Democratic Justices dis- 
senting. The case is an interesting one from 
‘many pointe of view, and the majority opin- 
ion will, no doubt, rank hereafter as one of 
the strongest assertuons of National sover- 
eignty ever made by the Supreme Court. It 
is remarkabie also in the fact that it recog- 
nizes the Executive Department of the Gov- 
ernment as clothed with distinct and inde- 
pendent authority and not dependent in all 
cases for exercise of its functions on acts 
passed by the legislative branch or decisions 
announced by the judiciary. The decision 
recognizes the Executive Department of the 
Government as a coordinate branch and in 
its ownsphere not subordinate to Congress 
or the courts. 

The Attorney-General had diracted Nagle 
to act as a bodyguard for Justice Field and 
protect him from assault by Terry, and the 
Deputy-Marsnhal found that to carry out his 
directuons he had to take the life of the 
assailant. When arrested by the California 
authorities and charged with murder Nagle 
had his case transferred to the Federal 
courts on the claim that when he shot Terry 
he was acting as a Federal official in enforc- 
ing the laws of the United States and could 
not, therefore, be held to answer by a State. 
The California authorities affirmed that at 
the time of the shooting both Nagle and 
Field were in California as private citizens 
merely and were auswerable for their acts in 
the same courts and im the same way as 
other people. In reply to these claims the 
majority of the court concede that Congress 
has not adopted any act authorizing the De- 
partment of Justice to extend special Federal 
protection to Judges of the Supreme Court. 
It was admitted that no statute could be 
cited which provided that persons commit- 
ting assaults on Supreme Judges should be 
tried in the Federal courts.. Admitting that 
Attorney-General Miller had no specific statu- 
tory authority for the order he gave Nagle 
the court finds that the power to protect 
Federal Judges is inherent in the Executive 
branch of the Government and not depend- 
ent on any enactment of Congress. The 
Constitution declares that the President 
shall “take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed,” and for this purpose 
he is made the Chief, Executive offi- 
cer, with power to appoint and dismiss 
subordinates. He appoints Marshals and 
other officers to execute the process of the 
courts and see that the write run. If the 
process of the courts is defied the Judges 
turn at once for aid to the department of the 
Government which controls the constabulary 
and holds in reserve the militia and the regu- 
lar army. To protect the Federai courts is 
the inherent duty of the Executive depart- 
ment of the National Government, and a 
Judge traveling a circuit and passing from 
one court-room to another in a distant town 
is heid entitied to the peculiar protection of 
the Federal Government as much as while 
sitting on the bench. 

The decision will attract general atten- 
tion and must prove distasteful to the 
advocates of State sovereignty dog- 
mas. They will be greatly shocked 
to learn that United States Judges 
and perhaps other Federal officials are en- 
titled to National protection while in tne dis- 
charge of their duties and not dependent on 
what the particular State in which they may 
happen to be may see fit to grant. It is note- 
worthy that Fuller and Lamar, in dissenting 
from the opinion of the court, do not deny 
the supremacy ot the Federal Government 
or its power to give special protection to its 
own officers while in the discharge of their 
duties. The dissenting Justices do not fall 
back on the State sovereignty doctrine, but 
rely on “strict construcuon nevertheless, 
and maintain that while Congress might 
graut the authority to provide special protec- 
tion for Justices while traveling circuit it 
has pot done so and therefore théy, like 
other people, must depend on the States for 
security. Fuller and Lamar construe the 
term “law” strictly as it is used in the 
Habeas Corpus act and make it refer only to 
acts of Congress and exclude principles in- 
herent in the Executive department and 
vital to its independence and the proper dis- 
charge of its functions. 


M’ ABOODLE’S PLAN OF TAXATION. 

Ald. McAbee, one of the “ruling race,” 
has signalized his advent to the Council by 
introducing in that body a resolution direct- 
ing the various Assessors to see “that all 
property subject to taxation shall be listed 
and assessed this year. The resolution im- 
plies, and the preceding whereases assert, 
that some property subject to taxation has 
been overlooked in the past by the Asses- 
sors, more than half the number being 
men of McAbee’s own party. The im- 
plheation and the assertion are tech- 
nically true. But it is ungrateful and 
ungenerous in McAbee to indulge in either 
implication or assertion. He doubtiess refers 
to three classes of property: (1) The stock of 
liquors and the furnishings of saloons. (2) The 
personal property of laborers, mechanics, 
clerks, and small dealers. (8) Mortgages. 
It is notorious that the Democratic Assessor 
of his ow town, and, indeed, of all the other 
towns. hardly ever assesses the stock in hand, 
or the furniture, decorations, or utensils of 
saloons. But is it not base ingratitude on 
McA bee’s part to call attention to that fact? 
The saloonists are his patrons. They were his 
supporters. They spent money freely for bis 
election. Now he wants to impose atax on 
them. He plays the part of a tax terret on 
them the first occasion that offers after his 
election. Next he proposes to tax the furni- 
ture and kitchen stove of the poor man, of 


the mechanic and little dealers, carrying $50 
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‘large numbers, and of W zing-house 
xeepers, whogbrought voters iu battalions to 
the registry and to the polls for him. 
What an ingrate! But this representa- 
tive of “the ruling face,” who erst- 
while flourished under the sobriquet of Mo- 
Aboodie, is not content at that even. He wants 
to tax mortgages. He watts to tax double 
tne 20,000 mechanics who are now borrowing 


money of the loan associations and the 5,000 


to 10,000 cottagers who are trying to pay for 


their homesteads or their furniture on the | 


installment pian. He proposes to make every- 
body who borrows money on real-estate se- 
curity pay an increased rate of interest, for 
he well knows that the money-loaner will 
tax his customer extra in order to make up 
any extra tax levied on himself. Evidently 
the saloonkeepers, lodging-house keepers, 
and mechanics of the Twenty-fourth Ward 
were deceived in McAbee. They supported 
him. He now proposes to punish them, and 
he wants more money for the “ruling race” 
to squander.

The revelations in the case of Archer, the 
defaulting State Treasurer of Maryland, il- 
lustrate to what an extent Democratic poiit- 
ical depravity may go when no check 1s 
placed upon it. They have become 80 as- 
tounding that Archer at last, notwithstand- 
ing his physical conditaon, has been placed 
under arrest, the Democratic officials of the 
State having finaliy been compelled to do 
their duty or stand convicted of compound- 
ing felony. They resisted to the last mo- 
ment, end only yielded when it was certain 
that further neglect would rouse such a 
storm of public indignation as would sweep 
them all out of power. 

Now that Archer has been placed under ar- 
rest he will be promptly confronted by a 
criminal and civil suit. There can be no 
doubt as to the outcome of ‘the former, and 
should he recover from his present illness he 
will go to the penitentiary unless there 
should be an outrageous failure of justice. 
The civil suit will be instituted to recover 
under the bond of indemnity, and the State 
wili seek to get back the $190,000 which he 
has stolen. His bondsmen will resist the 
suit, holding that under the law they are 
not liable, since it requires the Governor and 
Controller to make regular investigations of 
the Treasurer’s accounte—a duty which was 
left unperformed. Their contention is thus 
stated by the Baltimore American; 

The bondsmen will maintain that pee of 
their contract was the understanding t the 
Governor would make the periodicai examina- 
tion required. They will probabiy claim that: 
the State Constitution must de considered as 
part of their contract, and that the Governor's 
failure to comply with its terms relieves them of 
responsibility, and that his anovel message and 
the apparent indorsement of the Treasurer’s ac- 
counts Was an aiteration of the conditions made, 
which deceived them into continuing a responsi- 
bility which would have terminated at once had 
the true condition of affairs been known, as ihey 


would have been known had Gov. Jackson not 
failed to obey the State Constitution. 


Whatever may be the outcome of the civil 
suit, the people of Maryland will discover be- 
fore it is ended what became of the public 
money, and there are not wanting good 
grounds of belief that a large measure of re- 
sponsibility will be fastened upon the Gov- 
ernor and the corrupt Gorman Democratic 
ring. Whatever may be the revelations of 
the future those which have already been 
made place this case in a position almost un- 
paralied in the records of Democratic State 
villainy. It is now fully settled that Archer 
took $190,000 of the State’s money and that 
there was no check of any kind upon him. He 
might have taken thousands more and no 
one would have been the wiser. The Gov- 
ernor and the Controller systematically vi- 
olated the law by failing to make the investi- 
gations of the Treasurer’s accounts which it 
requires. His bond was not filed until 
almost the expiration of his term, and 
thus the law was again violated. The 
money which was paid nim to 
purchase bonds for the sinking fund 
was never used for that purpose. The bond 
purchases were recorded but the money 
went elsewhere, and there is good reason to 
believe that Archer turned it over to the 
Gorman ring to help carry last fall's election. 
There have been pleuty of rascally Demo- 
cratic State Treasurers. We have already 
printed a list of them in ten Democratic 
States whose stealings amount to over 
$5,000,000. But in the whole list there is not 
one so audacious and cool as Archer or one 
who had so many partners in crime. He was 
the center of a gang of plunderers appar- 
ently helping themselves and the Democratic 
party—that great party which clamors so 
loudly for reform and pretends to be the 
friend of the people! There was not a check 
of any kind upon them, not a safeguard of 
any kind between them and the Treasury. 
Why they did not take it and travel off with 
it bodily will always remain a mystery. 


ILLINOIS FARMERS AND DUTIES ON WOOL. 

Tue TRIBUNE last week published some 
figures showing that with wool on the free 
list and the duties on all woolen goods re- 
duced from 70 to an average of 40 per cent—a 
cut which would be made good tothe home 
manufacturer by free wool—the sixty-five 
million consumers of woolén goods would 
this year save $127,000,000, or tea dollars for 
every family. It stated also that the farm- 
ers of the country living east of the Mis- 
souri River had as their sole offset for the 
forty-six millions which would be their share 
of the gain by free wool and lower duties on 
woolens only the extra profit made by them 
on their wool by reason of the heavy duty on 
that commodity. N 

It is possible to estimate with some accu- 
racy the loss and gain for the farmers of IIli- 
nois and their families. The census of 1880 
showed that there were in this State 256,000 
farms. On the average each of these had 
five occupants, or 1,280,000 persons. There 
has been ny great increase of population in 
the purely farming districts, hence it is as- 
sumed that the number of those living by 
the land is not much larger in 1890 than in 
1880—1,400,000 will be an outside figure. If 
each of these were to save $2 on woolen 
clothes, hats, hosiery, carpets, and other 
fabrics of which wool is a component part, 
their total gain would be $2,800,000—which 
would be the case if wool were put on the 
free list. 

What do the Illinois farmers get to com- 
pensate them for these two aod three-quar- 
ters millions? They have a 33 per cent duty 
on wool. How far does it make good to them 
their losses? There were in Illinois last year 
626,000 sheep as against a million in 1880. The 
average value of these throughout the State, 
as returned by the Assessors, was 96 cents. 
The 147,000 fat sueep marketed were sold for 
$517,756, or about §3.70 per head. The value 
of the wool clip of the State last year, as re- 
turned by the State Board of Agricuiture, 
was $642,735, or a dollar a sheep. Therefore 
the account of the Lilinois farmers with the 
present tariff on wool and woolens stands 
thus: 

Loss by tariff on Wool ~. 82,800,000 
Alleged increased value of wool by rea- 


son of 3% per cent duty, which in- 
161,070 


Net logs by tariff 

The interest alone on their loss was equal 
to their gain by the duty on wool. Where 
they made oue dollar by the duty on the clip 
they lost $17 by the present excessive tax on 
woolens. 

Experience has proved, however, that the 
selling value of American wool is lowered, | 
not increased. by the impositon of the duty

CREGIER ON THE VIADUCT QUESTION. 

Mayor Cregier in his annual message to the 
Council said in reference to damages arising 
out of the construcuon of viaducte during 
the Roche Administration : 

There seems to have been no provision made 
nor steps taken to ascertain or arrange in ad- 
vance for the damages liable to arisé in making 
viaducts. The Mayor summed up the amount 
involved in the suits as follows: r the b 
and viaduct on Jackson street, $558,240; the Ash- 
land avenue viaduct, $287,013; the Twelfth street 
viaduct, $191,491: Westerm avenue viaduct, $151,- 
803; Dearborn street bridge, $72,176; Eighteenth 
street viaauct, $70,000; Halsted street viaduct, 
$23,000; Milwaukee avenue viaduct, 830,000; Har- 
rison street.viaduct, $5,000; Polk street viaduct, 
$4,000; total, $1,459,663. 

This 1s simply untrue. In every case where 
viaducts have been erected there are ordi- 
nances governing the question of damages. 
Mr. Cregier, were he not so ill-informed on 
municipal subjects, would know as much. 
In the case of the viaduct approach to the 
Jackson street bridge, for example, the 
Mayor, by turning to page 647 of the Munic- 
ipal Code, will learn that if in the construc- 
tion of viaducts to bridges crossing the river 
it is necessary to raise the grade of such 
“streets or of approaches to the bridges 
“the same shall be done by and at the ex- 
“pense of the railroad company, .. . 
“ana the companies shall save the city 
“ harmless from ali damages arising from 
“such raising of grades and filling and tun- 
„ neling of approaches.” As a matter of fact, 
the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne company has 
paid for the construction of the viaducts and 
approaches to the bridge. It also gave an 
easement for the swinging of the west arm 
of the bridge over its lands. All this was 
accomplished through the negotiation of 
Mayor Roche. Astothe damages, the Fort 
Wayne company can be made to pay for 
them when they are rendered against the 
city and when Mayor Cregier gets 
& law department that can give 
the city anything like efficient service. It is 
likely, moreover, that the damages will be 
rather light. A jury in the Circuit Court 
only a few months ago refused to allow any 
damages to Mr. Warren Springer, the prin- 
cipal claimant, who sued for nearly half of 
the total. As reportedin Cregier’s message, 
that jury refused on the ground that the 
property was more benefited than damaged 
by the construction of tne bridge and vVia- 
ducts. Similar verdicts can be secured in 
other cases if the city lawyers will but do 
their duty. And so will vanish 6358, 
240 of the $1,500,000 damages wWhien 
the Mayor in his message piled up against 
his predecessor’s administration. In order 
to clinch the falsehood on Cregier itis oniy 
necessary to call attention to the well-known 
fact that the Jackson street bridge was con- 
tracted for by Carter Harrison’s Adminis- 
tration. The Ashiand avenue and Western 
avenue viaducts were contracted for in pur- 
suance to the provision of an ordinance 
passed in 1873, and which has been incorpo- 
rated in ali subsequent ordinances. It stipu- 
lates that the railroad companies shall build 
two viaducts with appreaches each year 
when duly notified by the Commissioner 
of Public Works, and these approaches 
and viaducts are to be erected and built 
by and at the expense of said railroad com- 
pany. The same ordinance further stip- 
ulates that the railroad company “ shall for- 
ever save harmiess the city against all dam- 
ages,” etc., etc., growing out of the exercise 
ot its franchise. Mayor Cregier may put on 
his specs and find these provisions in pages 
500-5901 of the Munigipai Code. The Mayor 
knows, or ought to know, that in these cases, 
though $448,000 has been sued for, not one- 
fourth of the amount can be recovered, 
for a Circuit Court jury last week, 
acting on the instructions of the presiding 
Judge in one of those Ashiana avenue cases, 
held that all the damages for which the city 
first or the railroad company finaliy is 
liable is the cost of raising buildings to 
grade. So vanishes $1,000,000 of the dam- 
ages mentioned in the Cregier indictment 
against Mr. Roche. 

In the case, of the Twelfth street via- 
duct the Santa F6 company is respon- 
sibie for every dollar of the damages 
and does not attempt to shirk ite re- 
sponsibilities. It continued that splendid 
viaduct in virtue of a hard-driven contract 
made by Mayor Roche, and, though the struct- 
ure bears Cregier’s name, it will stand as a 
monument to the integrity, public zeal, and 
acknowledged capacity of his predecessor, 
who carried to a successful conclusion a 
work begun by Carter Harrison, but only 
half completed and left hanging between 
heaven and earth, with no apparent way to 
get down to terra firma. 

But itis useless to follow up the other pet- 
ty parts of this mendacious onslafght of Cre- 
gier on his predecessor. The railroad com- 
panies are responsible for every cent of the 
damages that may be obtained. They are 
responsible not only under the ordinances of 
the city but under the common law, which, 
as interpreted by the courts, hoids that wher- 
ever a railroad company destroys a safe 
crossing it must. make it as safe as possible, 
and in such a way as the municipality grant- 
ing the franchise may direct. 

But Mayor Cregier in his too great regard 
for the corporations has failed to enforce the 
ordinauces or the rule of the common law. 
He has taken no steps ia that direchon. 
During the last month of Mayor Roche's 
term of office a stipulation was entered into 
to which Mayor Roche, his Corporation 
Counsel, and the Finance Committee were 
partieson the one side and the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and otbers—railroad companies 
— parties on the other side, by which it was 
agreed to submit a case involving the rail- 
road companies’ liability for damages to the 
Supreme Court as soon as possible. The 
agreed case was actually made up when 
Mayor Cregier came into office. 

It has never yet reached a hearing in the 
court below, though Cregier has been in offive 
now half of his term. His Law Depart- 


ment has done nothing in the case and the 
city 18 paying interest on damages which the 


railroad companies wil! yet have to pay. 
Cregier’s Corporation Counsel has been 
wandering trom Fiorida to Los Angeles in 
search of health. If the city had a Law De- 
partment possibly the Mayor might know 
more of the legal status of the viaduct ques- 
tion, though his fondness for the 
tions may disincline him to know the truth.

Under each of these he should place live sub- 
ordindtes.. A board so organized should go 
promptly to work, abandoning all other busin- 
ess, and with the Building Committee commence 
to study the solution of important problems be- 
fore them. 

It may be best to select one architect, or one of 
our | architectural firms where they may be 
a union or executive and artistic talent. There 
are several such firmsin this city who are fa- 
mous throughout the country for their successful 
work and perfect organization, and who handle 
from 8 to 6 millions of work each year. 

It would seem as a business proposition that 
this is not thé time nor the place to compliment 
engineers or artists by appointing them to hon- 
orary positions as chiefs. Livé practical work- 


ers should be iu charge if any good results are to 


be obtained. If stockholders are to get their 
money back they must aim to be governed first, 
last, and always by the practical view, placing 
themselves as they would were they to erect any 
large and costly building in the hands of men 
who have abundantly proven themselves honest 
and able to handie such work, 

If a private individual had such a piece of 
work to execute he would employ the strongest 
architect, leaving him to organize a force com 

tent to carry out the work in every detail 

e public should do the same. 

It has been customary in the conduct of all 
other fairs to employ too many figureheads, and 
we cannot but believe that this is the prime 
cause of their universal financial failure. Let 
us profit by their mistakes. Let as pay 100 cents 
on a dollar and add another feather to the cap of 
our city by beimg from the start business to- 
wards the world and business towards ourselves.

Yesterday Chief Swenie of the Fire Depart- 
ment sent Engine No. 1 to the Lakeside Building 
at 3 o’clock in the afternoon to test the efficiency 
of a new iron shutter invented by Gustave An- 
dreen of Omaha, Neb. Among the interested 
spectators were a large number of property- 
owners, members of the Board of Underwriters, 
and a large sprinkling of firemen. The new sbut- 
ters had been fastened on two windows ea the 
fifth story of the Lakeside Building in the alley 
opposite the * Rookery.” They were hen 
the test was commenced, The stream m the 
engine was directed to the bucket fastened on 
the shutter, with the result of closing ths shut 
ter entire or partially, at the will of the pipe- 
man, who stood directly under it in the alley. In 
throwing the stream on the other side of the 
bucket he had the same command in opening it. 
Assistant Chief O'Malley said after the test Was 
over that this shutter would save the Fire De- 
partment much trouble it always had had with 
the old shutter when fighting fires. Every per- 
son present was convinced of thesame thing 
and that the test showed clearly that the shutter 
was practical and without drawbacks. 

The shutter can be constructed to suit any cit 
ordinance and Board of Underwriters in the dif- 
ferent cities. It can be easily closed end opened 
trom the inside of a building without opening the 
windows.

Wants a Collingwood Canal. 

ENGLEWooD, Cook County, DL, April 12.— 
[Editor of The Tribune. -In your editorial Sat- 
urday on the projected Niagara Ship Canal, to- 
Wwaras the construction of which a Congressional 
committee report an appropriation should be 
made of 2.000. 000, you say, and I think with 
truth, that owing to the enormous difficulties 
cutting a canal through the hard limestone rock 
may cost not less than $40,000,000 to 
000. Instead of throwing away such a 
vast sum of money on an undertaking 
not wanted why does not the American 
Government help the Canadian Government 
gonstruct a canal from a point at the southeast- 
ern shore of the Georgian Bay at Collingwood 
and carry thig canal through the Credit Valley 
to a point on Lake Ontario a few miles west of 
Toronto, [Probably our Government may heip 
the Canadians after annexation takes place.] 
This canal would be about forty miles in length 
and was projected by the late Mr. Capreol of 
Toronto thirty years ago, and if his idea had 
been carried out would shorten by nearly 1,000 
miles the present circuitous route sailing 
through the rivers and lesser lakes. 

The enlargement and deepening of the Wel- 
land Canal by the Canadian Government several 
years ago was a blunder, both commercially and 
politically considered, This Georgian Bay canal 
to connect with Lake Ontario would — 6 tie ot 
lingwood as near the Port of Liver 
Port of New York, and this — 2 —2— 
would unite indissolubly the Canadian North 
western Territories with the Eastern Provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec. Collingwood is about 
450 miles by.water from Ohicago, and in this way 
Chicago would become an Atiantic port. There 
is no rock to cut in this projected Collingwood 

canal, and it could be constructed for one-half 
less the cost required to cut @ canal through the 
hard limestone rock at Niagara Falls. 

Our American and Canadian statesmen should 
rise above all petty jeaiousies and take a broad 
commercial view of this all-important matter, 
and regard this entire quesuon as the great want 
of the age—a necessity forthe well-being of the 
future populations of the Canadian Northwest- 
ern Territories, and also of the gréat commer- 
cial importance it would be to the City of Chi- 
cago. Let both gations come ther as brothers 
and as business-men, considering that all 
would reap’ enormous sdvantages, and try to 
arrive at some wise, judicious resolution regard- 
ing the proportion which each shall pay to carry 
out this magnificent scheme.

There was a great 
deal of excitement among the inhabitants, 
both brute and human, when the boat floated 
down on the current and was halted in front 
of the cabin. Maj. Lawson, it was learned, 
was the owner of this plantation. The first 
question was: 

“Say, Cap’n, is da Gov’ment gwine to issha 
rash’ss?”’ 

Questions on the other side developed the 
fact that this family was reasonably well 
provided for. They had saved all their stock, 
but had no feed for it. Of cornmeal and fat 
bacon, the staple articles of diet for planta- 
tion hands, they had enough to last them for 
several weeks. 

Three miles above Terrene the Millo” en- 
tered the White River through a chute, and 
by a still mearer cut-off crossed a cotton 
pe ntation whose old bushes srceaped the 

ttom of the boat. White River, the small 
town at the mouth of the stream of that 
name, was found to be more deeply sub- 
merged than any place before visited, 
except Laconia. he water was up 
to the tops ot the windows. 
The place wan completely deserted except 
by a couple of negro families. The flood 
from the White River pouring into the Mis- 
sissippi here had created what seemed to be 
arene lake traversed by strong currents 
which when they met lashed its surface into 
‘white-capped waves. The tops of trees 
around the place alone were visible. The 
only building completely free from ‘inunda- 
tion was a large white warehouse whose 
main floor joists were five feet above the 
highest water mark.

‘which form a partial barrier to the current. 


Thousands of bags of dirt are then thrown in 
behind the piles, thus forming what is known 
asa deflecting dike. One hundred colored 
laborers and a steam pile-driver are at work 
constructing these dikes. 

In such an emergency as the present the 
National Government comes to the assist- 
ance of the State board and acts in conjunc- 
tion with it. In Mississippi there are two 
levee districts; the funds for the repair and 
strengthening of the dikes being derived 
from a State tax levied on each baie of cotton 
raised in the protected district. 

There are now six crevasses on this 
side of the river—namely: Austin, Cat- 
fish Point, Easton, Huntington, Offuts, and 
Shipworth. The worst of these is at Catfish 
both in the size of the break and the extent 
of country submerged. Three lives were 
lost, those of a colored man and bis two clil- 
dren, on the plantation of R. T. Connelly. 
Like the lamented Rev. S. R Barnwell of 
Louisvilie, who perished during the tornado 
while trying to save his son, this biack man 
was impelied by a supreme love for his chil- 
dren and went back to rescue them, only to 
perish with them ip the flood. 

LIVING ON THE LEVEE. 

Por a quarter of a mile below the south 
ena of the Catfish crevasse the levee presents 
a remarkable sight. The colored people from 
the plantations who escaped when the break 
occurred, to the numberof 150, are camped 
out on top of it. This precious bit of dry 
land is round of top and not more than fif- 
teen feet wide. The temporary huts occupy 
so much of this that there is only a narrow 
footway along the water’s edge. Horses, 
mules, cows, ducks, chickens, and chil- 
dren are mixed up in imextricable con- 
fusion. The houses of tnese dike-dwe 


consist of four posts set in the ground, 
Boards from the wreck and driftwood cover’ 


the roof. The sides are composed of ragged 
bedclothes, coffee-sacks, and in some cases 
articles of wearing apparel. Some of them 
were able to save their bedsteads, bedcloth- 
ing, and cooking utensils. A great number 
of them lost not only these but all of their 
live stock. These latter are compelled to 
sleep on the ground with nothing under 
tnem but sacks used for repair ne the levee 
and which were furnished by Maj. Starling. 
It was early morning when Tus TrisvUnz 
correspondent reached Catfish Point. The 
colored people on the levee were just prepar- 
ing breakfast, and the smoke from the dozen 
or more wood fires wasblinding. Breakfast, 
almost without exception, consisted of fat 
galt pork and corn bread. None of them had 
coffee. The heads of half a dozen families 
were asked as to their immediate future. 
They replied in a helpless way that they 
dian’t know what they would do. nere was 
little food left, and ot y did not know where 
any more was to come from. The residence 
of the planter, Mr, Connelly. had been swept 
and they did not see how he couid 

an assistance. Rain 

igh were the most 

dreaded. Their insufficient protection from 
the elements meant a soaking in case of 
rain or the danger of the levee crumbling 
under the pressure of a high wind and 
higher water. They expected to be moved 
away on a Government boat or barge, but 
where to they did not know. -ere is 
littie dry land anywhere in that portion of 
Mississippi except tue tops of the levees. 
Maj. Starling takes anotner view of the 
situation.

HS AFTER UNCLE JESSE. 


A CORRESPONDENT SHARPLY OCRITI- 
CISES MR. SPALDING’S REPORT. 


The Ex-Collector of Customs Alleged to 
Have Leoked with Much Too Great 
Leniency Upon the Union Pacific Ran- 
read—The Road s Gigantic Swindle 
from Its Inception and Still Trying to 
Beat the Government Oat of Its Just 
Due:—Facts and Figares. 

CMA, April 15.—[Eaitor of The Trib- 
une, ] In reading over tne Hon. Jesse Spald- 
ing‘s report as Government Director of the 
Union Pacific railroad one must stop and 
wonder if our whilom Collector of Customs, 
the Hon. Jesse, is in the employ of the 
United States Government or in we employ 
of the Union Pacific raiiroad. I am inclined 
to believe. that if it. was left to the iegal 
voters of Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Wy- 
oming, and Utah there would be an over- 
whelming majority in saying he was making 
a report for the Union Pacific railroad. Now 
then to facts. 

The Union Pacific was built, as Mr. Spald- 
ing knows, by Government guarantees and 
Goveroment land grants by the world-re- 
nowned Crédit Mobilier gang. It was a gi- 
gantic swindle from its conception, not only 
a private but a public, State, and Govern- 
ment swindie, perpetrated upon alt alike, 
and, in fact, many public men today rest 
under suspicion of being purchased both 
body and soul by this gang of Crédit Mobiliers. 
Upon the outset of Mr. Spaiding’s report he 
states that a vast majority of che people 
know very little of the bounding West. That 
may ail be true, but any school child 10 years 
Old, residing in almost any part of the United 
States, is fully acquainted with the swind- 
ling and extortion and stinginess of the 
Union Pacific railroad. Now this report says 
that twenty-five years ago the population of 
Nebraska was about 100,000 souls, and the 
census of 1890 will show 1,500,000. Now 
does Mr. Spalding want this great Govern- 
ment to think or telieve that this rotten 
Union Pacific system is the cause of the in- 
crease of population?

WHAT THE CONGRESS HATH WROUGHT. 


Results of the Gathering of the Fan- 
American Delegates at Washington. 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 15.—[Special. |— 
More than six months ago Secretary Biaine 
opened tne International American Congress 
in a brief speech that was replete with the 
suggestions for knitting the countries of the 
American Continent more closely together. 
Tomorrow, as presiding officer of the confer- 
ence, he will probably make another brief 
speech in closing its sessions, and the retro- 
spect of what hus been done can hardly fail 
to be gratifying. Ifeil the objects named 
for discussion were hot practicable it has 
been a distinct gain to have this pointed out 
and to nave shown how far, in certain direc- 
tions, it was possible to go. The mingling of 
the delegates has in itself been a valuable ed- 
ucation. When the conference was opened 
Castelar, the Spanish statdésman, predicted 
ite failure. A common language and com- 
mon blood, he said, would draw the Latin- 
American representatives together, but 
would at the same time accenttiate the gulf 
between them and thé 
prediction has not been : me tes © 
It is also-worthy of 7 
been few changes in the personnel of the 
conference since it met in October. Dr. Pe- 
reira Lafayette, oue of the Brazilian mem- 
bers, withdrew after tne fall of the Empire 
and joined Dom Pedro in Europe. But the 
new Republic's Provisional Government gave 
its approval to the congress, and the other 
Brazilian members bave taken part in ail the 
deliberations, with results which are cer- 
tain to be beneficial to both the United 
States and Brazil. Dr. Nin, the dele- 
gate from Uruguay, did not find himself 
in entire harmony with the conference 
and was not sorry when business for his 
Government took him to Lonaon. But there 
is no intimation that Uruguay will not find 
much to approve in the outcome of the gath- 
ering. The Argentine Republic and Chili 
have also been less in sympathy with the 
spirit of the congress than most of the other 
countries represented, but Kuropean iofiu- 
ence with them is strong and their grievance 
against the tariff laws of tne United States 
was not altogether fanciful. There is no 
reason to suppose that these two Yankee 
nations of South America will not accept the 
recommendations made in good faith. 

It did not take long for the delegates to 
reach a unanimous conclusion that a zoll- 
verein, or customs union, of all the countries 
on the American continent was not practica- 
ble in this generation. The fact that nearly 
all the Latin-American countries depend 
solely on the customs duties for their rcve- 
nues was enougp to block the project. Let a 
step towards unrestricted reciprocity is 
taken in the recommendation for the nego- 
tiation of partial rec procity treaties on the 
basis of mutual concessions. The resolution 
introduced in the House last. week by Chair- 
man Hitt of the Foreign Affairs Comm.ttee 
deciaratory of the sentimentin favor uf rec- 
= shows what the drift is on this sub- 
ect. 

The important subjects of deliberation were 
arbitration, the international dollar, and the 
continental railroad. The United Btates is 
less interested, perhaps, in the subject of 
arbitration than any of we other countries 
in the conference. The American delegates, 
however, have been willing to lend the influ- 
ence of this country to any agreement which 
sbould aim or propose to prevent destructive 
wars between the South American countries. 
They do not desire that the United States 
shall interfere with armed force, but they 
believe her moral weight in an international 
arbitrauuon would he sufficientto prevent 
bloodshed upon trivial grounds. 

The subject of an international dollar has 
been practically postponed for the considera- 
tion of a conference to be called by the Pres- 
ident of the United States within a year. 
It is doubtful if a plan can be perfected then, 
but the Southern nations are in favor of it, 
and tne opposition arises from the feeling 
that an international silver coin would force 
upon this Nation a silver basis for currency. 

The survey for the proposed Continental 


] railroad will be made within a short time,

DENOUNCE THE BUTTERWORTH BILL. 


Members of the New York Cotton Exchange 
Condemn the Measare.

TO RELIEVE THE COURT.| 


A SCHEME FORMULATED BY THE JU- 
DICIARY COMMITTEE, 


It Will Take Much Work from the United 
States Supreme Court in 
the Senate and 8 tttees Dis- 
agree on the Silver Quaestion—KRequest 
for a New Chicago Post-Office—General 
Washington News. 

Wasnineron, D. C., April 15.—[Special.]— 


The Hrst step was taken by wie House today = 


in tne direcuon of relief of the United 
States Supreme Court from the immense 
pressure of business which has steadily in- 
ureased, until it now has more than three 
years’ work upon its docket. This scheme, 
formulated by the Judiciary Committee and 
passed by the House by a vote of 180 to 18, 
transfers a large mass of business to the 
Cirevit Courts, which are changed in their 
character to Appeilate Courts. The bil de- 
prives the Circuit Courts of all original 
jurisdiction and vests it exclusively in the 
District Courts, and provides that the Circmt 
Courts shall exercise such jurisdiction by 
writof error and appeal as they exercise 
under existing law. The Circuit Courts 
are made Appellate Courts exclusively, 
except that they may issue all remedial proc- 
esses by the proposed reorganization. Each 
Circuit Court is to consist of the present 
Circuit Judge and two other J to be 
appointed by the President. requires 
turee Judges to constitute a quorum, and in 
the absence of one of them any district 
Judge of the circuit may be required to sit 
for the time being. A clerk, deputy clerk, 
and seal for each Circuit Courtare provided 
for. The Marshals for the District Courts 
are to serve in the same capacity for the Cir- 
cuit Courts when beld in Boston, New York, 
Philadeiphia, Richmond, New Orleans, Cin- 
cianati, Chicago, St. Louis, .nd San Francis- 
co. Writs of error and appeals may be had 
from the Districstothe Circuit Courts, both 
at law and in equity, and in cases of admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction within six months 
after the entry of final judgment and a de- 
cree in the District Courts. Provision is 
made for injuncuons by interloeutory orders 
and for appeals therefrom; also that writs 
ot error from the Circuit Courts or appeals 
to the Circuit-Courts may be had in ali crim- 
inal cases wherein the Circuit Courts may 
now exercise jurisdicuon by writof error, 
and, pending appeals of writot error, judg- 
ments of the District Courts in all criminal 
cases are staid until the case is finally deter- 
mined by tne Appellate Court. Civil causes 
now removable from the State Courts into 
tne United States Circuit Courts may be re- 
moved into ine District Courts. Circuit 
Courts are given appellate jurisdiction to re- 
view judgments and decrees of the Supreme 
Courts of tne Territories, and the Terri- 
tories are to be assigned to particular cir- 
cuits by the United States Supreme Court. 
Circuit Courts are to have final and conciu- 
sive jurisdiction on appeal and writ of error 
in all cases in which jurisdiction is acquired 
by the Distrit Courts by reason of the citizeh- 
ship of the parties only ana in which no ques- 
won arises under the Constitution, laws, or 
treaties of che United States, but questions 
arising in this class of cases may be certitied 
to the Supreme Court in the discretion of any 
two of the Circuit Judges tryiug we case. 

Under the operation of this bill, if it snould 
become a law, the President would appoint 
seventeen additionai Circuit Judges—that is, 
two for each circuit except New York, where 
only one more would be needed. The addi- 
tion to the annual salary roll would be 
$102,000.
